of steamers. While s few visionaries in
Portland and elsewhere bave been figur-
ing on giant schemes for opening the
Columbia river that involve an expendi-
tare of from two to five million dollars
the little town at the head of navigation
on the middle river has gone quietly fo
work and practically solved the question
of an open river for herseli. It is only
another illustration of the adage, Heaven
helpe those who help themselves.
Henceforth let no man dare to say there
is no enterprise in The Dalles. The very
wmen who have been denounced a hund-
red times, by a disgruntled local sheet,
as mossbacks and Silurians, arve the very
men to whom we owe the fact that we

have an open river and the highest honor |

that can be given them is the attestation
that they have put §50,000 in an enter-
prise from which they never expect to
receive a dollar of direct benefit.
The initiative in this movement, as
the Telegram of last Monday says was
taken by The Dalles merchants when
they, through Senator George Watkins,
introduced a bill to provide for a portage
way at the Cascades. The bill made an
appropriation of $60,000 to be used in
constrocting and maintaining a portage
road from the upper to the lower land-
ing. At the previous session of the leg-
islature a similar bill was introduced and
promptly killed; but two years had
made & wondrons change in the senti-
ment of members and the well known
favor with which Governor Pennoyer
regarded it bad much to do in influenc-
ing members of his own party in sup-
porting it. The resnlt was an agreeable
surprise to the friends and advocates of
the measure, as the bill passed both
houses, by a handsome majority. The
navigation company was soon organized
with a capital stock of $50,000. Port-
land was asked to subscribe $10,000, but
she contented herself with the paliry
sum of $2,400. All the rest has been
raised at home. As the Telegram truth-
fully remarks, ““The manner in which
Portland dealt with this company forms
s chapter in her history which will in
time be read with shame. The gentle-
men at the head of the company were,
told by Portland merchants that this
eity (Portland) would attend to the river
between Poriland and the Cascades.
That The Dalles should put on a boat
from there tothe Cascades, and Portland
would sttend to the rest. With this as-
surance they went ahead and let con-
tracts for Lthe steamer Regulator, to cost
$30,000. Portland was to put at least as
much into a boat at thisend. Time was
was flying and The Dalles people wanted
to know what this eity was going to do.
About this time the $5,000,000 scheme
was on hand. They were staved off.
Portland would open up the entire river,
The scheme came to naoght and is a
dead issue today. The Dalles then
raised $40,000 and wanted Portland to
raige $10,000 more. A committee was
appointed by the chamber of commerce
to make up this amount. Mr. A. S,
MeAlister, who was pushing the matter
on the part of The Dalles, undertook,
while in town, to raise some of the
money. Inafew days he had $2,400.
The chamber of commerce committee
did nol raise a cent. This $2,400 is all
- Portland bas in The Dalles, Portland &
Astoria Navigation company.” These
facts are not new to-the Cmroxicre,
though we have not, hitherto, supposed
that any benefit would arise from parad-
ing them before the public. The $2,400
was headed by W. 8. Ladd who, gener-
opsly, as The Dalles directors then
thought and still think, put down his
uname for $500. Nineteen persons sub-
scribing $100 each, made up the remain-
der. These are the cold facts and our
readers may draw what conclusions they
please, But in view of what has been
accomplished, at a time when there was
a remarksble stringency in the monev
market, we can only say that the coun-
try tributary to The Dalles owes a debt
of gratitude to the stock-holders of The
Dalles, Portland and Astoria Navigation
company that can only be repaid by a
hearty support of the new line of trans-
portation.

GOING BACK TO THE SEA.

During the past year more interest
has been taken in the development of
our ocean carrying trade than there has
been for the preceeding quarter of a cen-
tary. For twenty-five years the nation
has been devoting her energies to inter-
* nal development. Her main railroad
system is now built and the first hand to
hand struggle for possession of Lhe
wilderness is ended. There & yet vast
room for capital, labor and population
to utilize our agrieultural resources, but
thearea of rapid specunlative conquest is
now ended. In these past years there
heve been many reasons given for the
disappesrance of the American merchant
marine from the high seas, and, while
one and another of these reasons may
have had some justification, it is enough
to recognize the one maine fact that the
United Btates abandoned the ocean
freighting business at a time when inter-
nal development offered better remuner-
ation to capital and labor. A marked
change has lately taken place and there
are unmistakable evidences of a strong
disposition to return to the sea. The
new navy, the reciprocity treaties and
the postal steamship sabsidy act are
among the official signs. The commer-
«inl signs are not less significant. The
reeenl naval mapeuvers on the Atlantic
engsi hiave proved bevond question that
we can plan and build war vessels. The
newest of onr eruisers snd the batile-
ships under construetion are eonfessedly
the Lest of their respective classes in the
world, the ernisers being the fastest ves-
sels ever designed and the battle-ships
being the most powerful. Under the
stimulos of the ocean masil act new
Jines of steamers are being projected in
almog eyery direction. Meanwhile it

LIQUOR LEGISLATION.

German-Americans who do not take
kindly to legislation for the repression of
the liquor traftic will perhaps have their
eyes opened by the efforts of Emperor
William for discouraging drunkenness
in the German empire, In spite of all
that has been said about the use of malt
ligners, as preventing the use of distilled
liguors, the use of the more fiery bever-
ages has increased alarmingly in Ger-
many, and dronkenness is growing so
prevalent as to have awnkened the anx-
ieties of German statesmen. A pro-
prosed new law for the restriction of the
sale of spiritnous liquors has just been
made public in Berlin, and its measures
are so similar to many of the liquor laws
in force in this conntry as to justify the|
supposition that our laws have been
earefully stadied. The principal fea-,
tures of the German laws are these:

Licences are to be granted omly in
cases where it is shown that thereis need |
for a liquor store or saloon, and not near |
churches or schools, nor in places of im-
moral resort, nor to persons suspected of |
using the liquor business as a2 cover for |
debauchery, gambling, etc. The retail
business must not be connected with |
any other kind of trade, and droggists
may sell liquors only in sealed and lab-
eled bottles. Inn and saloon keepers
must be required to supply eatables for |
their guests, and are held to strict ac-
countability for good order in their |
places. The police may forbid the sale|
of liquors before 8 a. m. Sales to minors
under sixteen are forbidden, except
when accompanied with grown persons.

Arrangemenis Made For the Vrotectlon
of Americans in China.

Wasminarox, Sept. 21.—A week ago
Secretary Tracy remarked: “If the Am-
erican missions and American citizensin
China are to rely npon gunboats instead
of the Chinese government, our fleet in
those waters must be largely increased.”
While there ie no formal alliance, vet
the United States government has
reached an understanding with the gov-
ernments of Great Britain and France
and Germany, by the terms of which, in
the event of the failure of the Chinese
government to afford adequate gnarantee
for protection of the lives and property
of citizens of these nations, that doty
will be undertaken by the governments
of Great Britain, France and Germany,
acting jointly. In case of a riot or other

“€e | disturbances, the vessels of any of the

four nations will afford a refnge to the
citizens of the other '‘nations, and will
undertake to protect their consnlatesand
other interests.

ANOTHEK OKLAHOMA RUSH.

There are Fully Three People for Each
Quarter Soctlion,

Gurame, 0. T., Sept. 22.—Simulta-
neous with the arrival of the hour of
noon, home seekers guthered on the hor-
der and made a headlong rush over the
line into the coveled country and on to
the quarter section upon which their
eves had been feasting for some days,
and others for weéks and months. The
rush was a mad one and was made so
by the fact that the members of home-
seekers greatly exceed the number of
quarter sections available for settlement.
There is room in the lands for about 3,-
000 settlers, allowing 160 acres for each.
There were on the border six waiting
to claim available land fally 15,000 peo-
ple, 2o that there were but three people
for each quarter section. The like
scenes were never witnessed before, ex-
cept in Oklahoma two years ago.

STORMS IN EUROPE.

Heavy Damage Wrought by a Hurricane
That Swept Over Great Britian.

Liverroor, Sept.. 21.—A hurricane
swepl over the river Mersey today, doing
congiderable damage to shipping. The
Berwick lifeboat went out twiee to the
Danish gchooner Freis and the schiooner
Aukithor.  Both vessels were wrecked,
but the crews, with the exception of one
seaman, were saved with the aid of a
rocket apparatus. The navigation of
the Tweed is dangerous on account of
fionting trees and wrecknge. Several
yvachts have been sunk at Leanfacifethan.
Heavy floads prevail in the Edinburgh
district. Railroad bridges at Penicninck
and the Esk distzict have collapsed and
traffic is interrupted. The gale has
caused immense damage in the high-
lands.

THE ITATA CASE.
A Second Libel Suit Against the Steamer
Dismissed.

Los Axeeres, Cal,, Sept. 23 —United
States Attornev Cole, acting under in-
gtructions from Washington, has dis-
missed the second libel against the Itata.
Mr. Cole states that the action taken by
him woe in entire accord with the gov-
ernment’s handling of the case. The
district attorney has the right to insti-
tute proceedings for a violation of the
laws of the United States, especially the
cages of emergency subject to the con-
trol of thelaw department at Washing-
ton. He tel ed the attorney-gen-
eral asking his views, and receiving the
reply on Saturday, deemed it advisable
to file & libel.

FOUK MEN KILLED.

An Accldent to a Traln Bunning to a
Mexican Mine,

Nogares, A. T., Sept. 23.—Four men
were killed yesterday afternoon by an
accident on the Imuris Minee Company’s
railroad, at Cerro Blanco mines, forty
miles south of here, The railroad is a
twenty-inch gaoge, and is twentv-nine
miles in length running from the Cerro
Blanco station on the Sonora railroad to
the mines np a very eteep grade, On
the down trip the engine was thrown
from the track, und four of the seven
men on board were killed, including
both the engineer and fireman, who
were scalded to death.
